‘Gulfport, Miss. July 6—Within 
full view of many bathers and with- 
in a half mile of the heart of Gulf- 
port, five persons were ‘drowned dn 
Mississippi sound today.

Speaking to Japanese newspaper 
men Mr. Yoshizawa expressed the 
view that the disturbances were tht 
outcome of a collision between the 
old-fashioned thought of the Ten- 
dokyo cult.and the modern thought 
produced by the influence of Chris- 
tianity. Mr. Yoshizawa continued: 

“A lack of perfect understanding 
between Japanese and Koreans is 
one of the main causes of the dis- 
turbance, but the principal causé 
that led to the uprising is the dis-« 
content and complaint in the mind 
of the Koreans, which suddenly 
burst out, prompted by the new+ 
born thought kindled by the prin- 
ciple of self-determination. The 
simple and childish political 
thoughts of the Korean people can 
well be imagined from the fact that 
a large number of Koreans came to 
the government general at Seoul at 
the time of the disturbance tn March 
and April and inquired of the offi- 
cials about the truth of the alleged 
independence of Korea. 

“How to save the future of Korea 
and Koreans is a grave quéstion that 
seriously taxes the brain of the 
Japanese government.” 


CABINET IS NAMED 
BY PERU PRESIDENT 


Washington, July 6.—Dr, M. Por- 
ras has been appointed president of 
the Peruvian cabinet and minister 
of foreign affairs by provisional 
President Leguia, who overthrew 
President Pardo and assumed officé 
July 4. This announcement was 
made today by Acting Secretary of 
State Phillips on the basis of advices 
from Lima, which gave the other 
members of the new cabinet as fol- 
lows: 

Minister of justice, Mr. Osores; 
minister of gobernacion, Mr. Cornej; 
minister of war, General Mavilla; 
minister of finance, Mr. Idiajuez, 
and minister of public works, Mr, 
Guiterez. 

The department’s advices said 
that the new government seefned to 
be accepted in the provitices and 
that no present organized opposi- 
tion to the new authorities had been 
manifested.

London, June 5.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Hundreds 
of American soldiers and sailors will 
have another good story to tell the 
home folks when they get back—the 
story of the Victory Derby. This 
was their chance to see the world’s 
greatest racing classic, and every 
officer and man who had the day 


free joyfully seized it. 
‘In popular interest, the derby is 


to England ‘what the annual base- 
ball championship series is to the 
United States. But no national 
event over there is anything like it. 
The race, of course, is the climax 
and it focuses everybody’s atten- 
tion, but Derby Day has so many 
other elements of interest, begin- 
ning with the long, gay pilgrimage 
from Epsom Downs, and including 
a public picnic and carnival on the 
-grounds, that the only thing one 
ean faintly compare it to in the 
United States is what barbecue day 
used to be during a big race meet 
at a southern county fair. 

It-is a great festival shared-in by. 
all kinds of people, from king to 
beggar. Interest in the derby, 
which was revived at Epsom this 
year for the first time since 1914, 
was nothing short of remarkable. 
The war-worn people seized upon it 
as an opportunity for a kind of peace 


celebration, For weeks they talked 
about it and read columns about it 
in the newspapers. The feverish ex- 
citement probably was due to the 
pent-up, nervous emotionalism gen- 
erated by the war. But Derby Day 
was the safety valve. 

Never in the history of the race 
has there been such a huge attend- 
ance. An old bookmaker who hasn't 
missed a derby in twenty years said 

t the number of vehicles alone 
was not only a record, but “a record 
twice over.” 

The Victory Derby. 


The Victory. Derby differed from 
the derbies of other years not only 
in the size of the crowd, but in the 
presence of so many men and wom- 
en in military uniforms.

Also 
demobilized ’Arry, wearing his sil- 
ver service badge, with ’Arriet on 
his arm. There was a large sprink-

Our grandparents taught us that Sunday 
was to spent in meditation and prayer, 
probably for the reason that that was what 
their parents had taught them, but fn the 
teachings of Moses and Christ, I find no 
such precept. Sunday is referred to simply 
as a day of t. 

No Holy Day Observance. 

In Genesis we read that God created the 
universe in six days and rested on the sev- 
enth, but I do not find that he commanded 
dam and Eve, Noah, Abraham, nor any of 
the other patriarchs to observe one day out 
of seven as a holy day. As their work was 
com tively easy, and their flocks and 
herds required attention every day, they 
probably did not feel the need of a day of 
rest; but when the Children of Israel were 
subjected day after day to constant and 
unremitting toil tramping through the wil- 
derness, it appeared to Moses that one day 
of rest after six days of toil would be bene- 
ficial to them both physically and mentally; 
consequently in the sixteenth chapter of Ex- 
odus, verses twenty-three to twenty-six, we 
find that he commanded them to gather two 
days’ supply of manna on the sixth day, 
and to rest on the seventh. : 
was a command given by Moses, and 
is the first suggestion I find in the Bible 
that man should rest on the seventh day. In 
the fifth verse of the same chapter, God 
told Moses that he would provide a double 
quantity of manna on the sixth day, but did 
not command them to rest on the seventh, 
though as no manna fell on that day they 
naturally would rest. 

Some went out on the seventh day to 
gather manna, but found none, and the Lord 
through Moses then commanded them not 
to go out on the seventh day. A little later, 
in the twentieth chapter of Exodus, the ten 
commandments were given by God, and man 
was commanded to rest. 

The observance of the Sabbath appears 
then to have been instituted during the mi- 
gration from E t to Canaan, and some 
facts appear to indicate that it was in- 
tended to be a Jewish institution like the 


passover. 

In the thirty-first chapter of Exodus, com- 
mencing with the thirteenth verse, we read 
as follows: 

“Speak thou also unto the Children of 
Israel, saying, Verily My Sabbaths ye shall 
keep, for it is a sign between Me and you 
throughout your generations: that ye may 
know that I am the Lord that doth sactify 

ou.’’ 

. The fourteenth and fifteenth verses state 
emphatically that the Sabbath is a holy day 
for the Children of Israel and prescribe the 
death penalty for any one doing any work on 


that day. 
On Seventh He Rested. 

- -In the sixteenth and seventeenth verses we 
jl read: ‘‘Wherefore the Children of Israel 
shall keep the Sabbath, to ofserve the Sab- 
bath throughout their generations, for a per- 
petual covenant. It is a sign between Me 
and the Children of Israel forever; for in 
six days the Lord made heaven and earth, 
and on the seventh He rested, and was re- 
freshed.’’ 

In the fifth chanter of Deuteronomy, fif- 
teenth verse (which is a part of the fourth 
commandment) we read: 

“And remember that thou wast a servant 
in the land of Egypt. and that the Lord thy 
God bronght thee out thence through a 
anighty hand and by a stretched ont arm; 
therefore the Lord thy God commanded thee 
to keep the Sabbath day.” 

In Ezekiel, twentieth chapter, twelfth 
verse, we read: ‘‘Moreover, I gave them my 
Sabbaths to be a sign between me and 
them,’’ and in the twentieth verse, ‘And 
hallow my Sabbaths and they shall be a 
sign between me and you.” & 

The verses quoted appear to indicate that 
the Sabbath was intended especially for the 
children of Israel, primarily as a day in 
which to rest from labor, and recuperate, 
and secondly in commemoration of the de- 
liverance from Bgypt.

In the sermon on the mount, the grandest 
ethical lecture ever delivered, there is no 
reference to a, holy day; but other require- 
ments in that sermon are so strict that {t 
is frequently claimed that no man can live 
up to them. Did Christ inadvertently omit 
a reference to the Sabbath day? Certainly 
not, or He would have referred to it in 
some of His later teachings. 

In Matthew, fifteenth chapter, ninetcenth 
and twentieth verses, he says that the things 
which defile a man are: “Evil thonghts, 
murders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, 
false witness, blasphemies.’’ The same 
statement is made in the seventh chapter of 
Mark, twenty-first to twenty-third verses, 
In the tenth chapter of Mark, nineteenth 
verse, Jesus says: 

“Thou knowest the commandments, Do not 
commit aduitery, Do not kill, Do not steal, 
Do not bear false witness, Defraud not, 
Honor thy father and mother.’’ 

In the nineteenth chapter of Matthew, sev- 
enteenth-nineteenth verses, Jesus says: “If 
thou wilt enter into life, keep the com- 
mandments.’’ The young man asked which. 
Jesns said, ‘*Thou shalt do no murder. thou 
shalt not commit adultery, thou shalt not 
steal, thon shalt not bear false witness, 
honor thy father and thy mother. and thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.’’

PREPARING THE WHITE POTATO 

This nutritions tuber is said to 
have saved the Irish people from 
famine and it is fitting that this 
variety of potato should bear that 
name. The potate was unknown to 
Burope before the venturesome exX- 
pedition of the fifteenth century to 
the Americas, where it was found 
to be used freely by the natives of 
both cdntinents. 

Frequently it has been said that 
the potato competes witb bread as 
the staff of life, because its use is 
almost universal. There are more 
than thirty-five varieties of potato 
and, although it is affected by soil 
and climate, the sandy solfT neces- 
sary for its successful growth is 
found in almost every country. 

The housewife should understand 
its food value. The average anal- 
ysis of the white potato ts aa fol- 
lows: 

Sixty-two per cent water, 2 per 
cent protein, 1 per cent fat, 4 per 
cent carbohydrates (starch and 
sugar), 20 per cent waste and 1 per 


cent mineral: ash. 
The proportion of water found in 


the potato depends largely upan 
the soil in which it is grown. The 
small protein content is offset by its 
large carbohydrates (sugar and 
starch) content. 

Potato Dishes. 

One of the best forms of serving 
this tuber is to roast the potato in 
the ashes. Few will realize how 
delicious it can be. Wrap the po- 
tato in tissue paper and then cover 
with hot ashes, thgn cover with 
coals and roast about one hour. 

Next to this method comes the 
baked potato. Wash and dry me- 
diu sized potatoes and then rub 
well with shortening, and place in 
the oven and bake for thirty-five 
minutes for small potatoes and fifty 
minutes to one hour for large ones. 
Greasing the potato well before 
baking prevents a hard crust from 
forming and permits the entire con- 
tents of the mealy sack to be eaten 

Boiling potatoes in their jackets 
causes the potato to loge about 2 
per cent of its nutritive value, while 
peeling before cooking causes a loss 
of 14 per cent. If necessary to 
peel, use a sharp knife and remove 
the very thinnest portion of the 
skin: scraping new potatoes is bet- 
ter than peeling them.

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Newspaper Publisher May Represent Britain |

London, July 3.— (Special.) — 
Among those who are being most 
frequently mentioned as likely suc- 
cessors to the earl of Reading as 
British ambassador to the United 
States is Lord Burnham, the wealthy, 
gifted, patriotic and widely experi- 
enced roprietor of The London 
Daily legraph, which, after The 
Times, is undoubtedly England's 
most famous newspaper. 

The appointment of a great news- 
paper proprietor as Britain's ambDas- 
sador to the United States would 
create a new precedent, but not such 
a striking one after all, considering 
that Lord Northcliffe, who owns The 
Daily Mail, and so many other peri- 
odicals, already has played the part 
of an unofficial envoy extraordinary 
from this country to America. More- 
over, the United States government 
sent the late Whitelaw Reid to the 
court of St. James, so why should not 
Lord Burnham go to Washington 
to carry on the literary tradition so 
happily established by Lord Bryce? 

The noble owner of The Daily 
Telegraph has, by the way, just got 
a step up in the peerage, having, in 
the recent honors lis p WI mot- 
ed to a viscountcy, his fortibe ra. k, 
that of a baron, having been. be- 
stowed on his famous father, one of 
the greatest journalists of his time, 
in 1908. Noblemen of Lord Burn- 
ham’s new rank take a territoria) 
title, and he has just signified his 
intention of being known, here- 
after, as Viscount Burnham, of Hall 
Barn, the latter being the name of 
his famous residencé.at Beacons- 
fleld, in Buckinghamshire. 


How well Lord Burnham would fit

His son, the late 
Lord Burnham, joined the staff of 
the paper at an early age and, being 
a real “live wire,” proceeded to mas- 
ter every detail of the printing 
trade and the conduct of a newspa- 
te f For several years he was The 
Telegraph's dramatic critic and, upon 
the death of his father, became prin- 
cipal proprietor of the journal. 


In those days, newspapers were 
taxed and were a luxury of the 
well-to-do. Edward Levy, as the 
late Lord Burnham then was, was 
one of those chiefly ir’strumental 
in getting this tax removed, and 
in bringing the morning’s news to 
the poorest breakfast table. He, too, 
was one of the first in England to 
demonstrate that a newspaper could 
be informative and reliable with- 
out being dull. When he entered the 
newspaper field, there was a tend- 
ency to narrow the interest of the 
daily press and concentrate it upon 
politics. The genius of The Daily 

elegraph taught his “voung lions’ 
as Matthew Arnold termed them, to 
ae ae the whole spectacle of 
life wit appropriate emotions.” 
Previous to his time. journalists 
wrote about the mightiest events 
and the most dramatic personalities 
as though, as one veteran put it in 
talking to the writer, “they were 
engage on a lengthened essay on 
sawdust.” Speeches, for example, 
were reported without a single line 
of personal description of the men 
who made them, or a single line of 
allusion to the circumstances under 
which they were delivered. 

Edward Levy, who later took also 
the name of Lawson, swiftly pro- 
ceeded to change all that. Today, 
when The Daily Telegraph in com- 
parison with journals of far later 
birth, seems to many rather dull, it 
is difficult to believe that its more 
human treatment of the news, and 
the more vivid style of those who 
wrote for it were the subject of bit- 
ter denunciation by journalists anda 
writers of the old school. Matthew 
Arnold, who invented the phrase, 
“Daily Telegraphese,”” was the chief 
of its assailants, and the late Fred- 
erick Greenwood, a great but dis- 
tinctly hidebound fournalist, who 
was then editor of The Pall Mall 
Gazette, was another of the con- 
stant critics of The Telegraph. 

Tt was the late Lord Burnham, too, 
who first showed what a great en- 
gine of charity a daily newspaper 
can be. Did a great calamity shock 
the world a “Telegraph” fund for 
the sufferers was opened:‘at once, 


and widows and orphans in many 
parts of the world have had cause 
to bless Lord Burnham’s newspaper. 
As far back as 1864, when cotton 
spinners of Lancashire were in sore 
straits owing to the unemployment 
due to the war between North and 
South in America, The Telegraph 
collected thousands of pounds for 
their relief. The siege of Parls 
in the Franco-Prussian war led to 
another notable effort, and since 
then The Telegraph has been a 
channel of relief second only to the 
“Mansion House Funds” which are 
inaugurated by Lord Mayors of Lon- 
don, whenever a case of great and 
urgent need arises. It was The 
Telegraph, too, which, in association 
with The New York Herald, sent 
Stanley to look for Livingston and 
many a great. scientific achleve-

SUPPLY EXHAUSTION 
OF WAR BENG FELT 


Leather and Wool at War 
Levels and Metals Rise. 
European Credit Problem. 


The exhaustion of supplies result- 


ing from the war is now making 
itself felt in the prices of many 
articles. For a time buyers hesi- 
tated, hoping to fill their require- 


ment at lower figures, but that hes- 


itation is rapidly passing away and 
its place is being taken by confi- 


dence that current values will be 
maintained. 

Stecks of goods, which were gen- 
erally/light last fall and winter, are 
still moderate, but dealers show 
more of a disposition to stock up. 
In leather and wool, there is gen- 
uine scarcity and prices are back 
to the war levels or above. 

The metals, which showed special 
weakness after the signing of the 
armistice, are now rallying. Talk 
of price-cutting in steel has disap- 
peared. Copper has risen over 4 
vents a pound from its lowest point. 
The minor metals generally show ua 
rising price tendency. 

There is one factor which might 
check the improving trend of indus- 
try. That would be the inability of 
foreign nations to go on buying our 
goods. <As to their need for the 
goods there is no question, but Eu- 
rope will be shert of funds with 
which to buy. We shall extend a 
considerable amount of credit 
through the medium of foreign se- 
curities placed here, but whether 
that will be enough to maintain the 
present lively demand for our goods 


‘is.a question which is yet to be set- 


tled by events. 

However, it is not only the impov- 
erished belligerents that are short 
of goods but also the neutrals, most 
of which have prospered through 
filling the exceptional demands of 
the war at high prices. It will bea 
long time before the great commer- 
cial nations of Europe are again in 
a position to supply the wants of 
South America and the Far East.— 
Richard D. hd mewn in The Maga- 
zine of Wall Street. 


EXPECT BRILLIANT 
WEEK IN COTTON 


New Orleans. July 6.—While the 
net changes in the cotton market 
last week were small, amounting to 


losses of six to forty-three points 
in thé contract department, while 
spots showed no net change, the 
trade seems to look for larger trad- 
ing and more important results this 
week. A more definite shaping up 
of the European commercial situ- 
ation is looked for, which is ex- 
pected to lead to larger exports, 
although shipments last week were 
large enough to send the figures for 
the season over the five million 
mark. 

Up to the close of business last 
week the grand total of clearances 
was 5,078,541 bales, against 4,028,- 
545 to the same time last year. 

According to general § opinion, 
weather news is bound to assume 


linereased importance because July 


and August are conceded to be the 
critical stage of the growing season. 
In the near future bright, warm 
weather would be regarded as high- 
ly favorable because it would give 
farmers a chance to complete cul- 
tivation of their crops. and would 
also tend to check the ravages of 
the boll weevil, already reported as 
serious in some sections of the belt. 

Further rains would be accepted 
as about the most unfavorable de- 
velopment possible for tne crop. As 
the market closed last week it 
promised to be more of a weather 
affair this week following the dis- 
counting of political news over the 
holidays. 


Financial Outlook Bril- 
liant, With Hundreds of 
Millions of Orders 
Placed— Mills Running 


at Great Increase. . 


New York, July 6.—With peace a 
reality the financial community set- 
tled down last week to more earnest 
consideration of. the important role 
which the United States must in- 
evitably play in the great era of re- 
construction and expansion. 

That this country’s finished in- 
dustrial products are to figure ac- 
tively in the immediate rebuilding 
of the devastated sections of Europe 
was shown by the placing of orders 
and contracts running into hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

Quite apart from this condition 
leading domestic mills are reported 
to be running at 25 per cent in- 
creased production over June, and 
fully 50 per. cent increase over the 
preceeding month. 

Continued demand for principal 
commodities was seen in the main- 
tenance of prices, but the markets 
as a whole were quieter because of 
the holidays and the approaching 
new fiscal year. 

The stock market itself was only 
temporarily affected by the with- 
drawal of funds to meet July 1 in- 
terest and dividend payments, call 
loans falling back to normal after 
having again soared to 15 per cent. 

Little investment buying followed 
the release of mid-year money, but 
speculative shares made up the bet- 
ter part of their recent setback 
and in several important cases new 
high records were made. 

Further proof of the country’s 
absolutely supremacy as the world’s 
outstanding creditor nation was fur- 
nished by additional heavy exports 
of gold and the erratic course of 
foreign exchange, the rate on Lon- 
don falling almost to the lowest 
quotation in four years. 


COTTON AND SUGAR 
CROPS TO BE SHORT 


Bradstreet Says of This Sec- 
tion—Wheat, Corn.and To- 
bacco in Good Condition. 


Winter-wheat harvest is pro- 
gressing rapidly, being up to the 
north of Kansas, and will be on in 
Nebraska next week, according to 
Bradstreet’s summary for the week. 
Oklahoma has about finished, and 
Missouri and other states are well 
advanced. Yields in many sections 
of the west and southwest will be 
disappointing. The Kansas_ state 
report estimates yield at 229,000,000 
bushels, a record total. The govern- 
ment report is expected to show 
under 1,200,000,000 bushels of winter 
and spring wheat combined. 

Spring wheat is making g00d 
progress in Minnesota, South Da- 
kota and eastern North Dakota, but 
has suffered from hot, dry weather 
in western North Dakota and parts 
of Montana. Winter wheat there 
will also be a small crop. Ranges 
are poor, and stock is being driven 
to northern Texas. Western Canada 
had good rains on July 2. 

Corn has made rapid growth, and 
is about up to normal in states of 
largest production. 

Oats are blighted in parts of Iowa, 
Illinois and Indiana, and are at the 
critical period. Railroads are stor- 
ing cars in the southwest and west 
to move wheat, with local and 
southwestern mills taking first of- 
ferings at 3 to 5 cents over the basic 
government price. 

Rain has damaged wheat in most 
southern states, but particularly in 
Texas and Virginia. 

Lancaster county tobacco acreage 
may decrease 5 per cent, but the 
plants are in excellent condition. 

Reports of too much rain from 
Texas and of too dry weather in 
Georgia feature the dispatches this 
week. Lotisiana yields of cotton, 
corn and sugar will be short, but 
rice. promises well.

London,-June 14.—(Special Corre- 
spondence,)—-Of late the Right Hon- 
orable Herbert Albert Laurens Fish- 
er, minister for education, has been 
frequently mentioned in connection 
with the post of the British ambas- 
sador at Washington, and now the 
Paris “Excelsior” announces posi- 
tively that Mr. Fisher has been ap- 
pointed as Lord Reading’s successor. 
This report is as yet without offi- 
cial confirmation, and, on the face 
of it, it appears improbable that the 
distinguished president of the board 
of education should be sent abroad 
80 comparatively soon after initiat- 
ing as sweeping changes in the en- 
tire educational system of this coun- 
try as are embodied in the extraor- 
dinary, and, as-some consider, rev- 
olutionary education bill of 1917 of 
which he is the parent. 


On the other hand, it is difficult 
to think of any leading Briton like- 
ly to prove a more popular and 
efficient representative of his coun- 
try at the American capital than 
this very human expert on all that 
appertains to education, who is also 
one of the most eminent of living 
historians and who, before being 
appointed president of the board of 
education in 1916, had had a bril- 
liant career, covering a quarter of 
a century, at Oxford, and also had 
been an seo age! 
the 


successful vice 
chancellor of Sheffield uni- 


versity. 

Mr. Fisher, whose: career and at- 
tainments have frequently caused 
him to be likened to Lord Morley 


of Blackburn, is already, of course, 
well-known on the other side of 
the Atlantic. He visited the United 
States in 1998 to deliver the Lowell 
lectures at Boston where his repu- 
tation had preceded him'as an en- 
lightened writer on mediaeval Ger- 
many and as perhaps the greatest 
authority on Napoleonic statecraft. 

Now 54, he is a native of London, 
where he was born on March 21, 
1865, and the eldest son of H. ; 
Fisher. He was educated at Win- 
chester, New College, Oxford, Paris 
and Gottingen, and is a fellow of 
the British academy, and of New 
and Winchester colleges, and a trus- 
tee of the British museum. He was 
a member of the royal commission 
on the public services India be- 
tween 1912 and 1915, and of the 
frovernment committee on alleged 
German outrages, in 1915. He was 
Chichele lecturer in foreign history 
at Oxford from 1911 to 1912, and had 
previously delivered the South Afri- 
can lectures, as well as the Lowell 
lecture at Boston. His many publi- 
cations include “The Mediaeval Em- 
pire,” in 1898. “Studies in Nanoleonic 
Statesmanship,” 1903, a “Political 
History of England.” 1906, “Bona- 
partism,” 1908, “The Republican Tra- 
dition in Europe,” 1911, and many 
articles in the leading British re- 
views. 


In the United States, the land of 
able oratory, the Right Honorable 
H, A. lL. Fisher would not suffer by 


contrast with our best or most eru- 
dite speakers, for he has the gift 
of words in more than ordinary 
measure, and is a master of phrase 
and epigram. His tall, lithe stature, 
and finely cut features make him an 
impressive figure, and when he 
speaks he commands attention by his 
clear and forcible style and direct- 
ness of thought. His English is 
plain. There are no _ secondary 
sounds, no frills, no affectation in 
speech or manner or dress. Here 
is a serious man, possessed of pur- 
pose that works toward its objective 
as truly as the movement of a pis- 
ton-rod. 

One of his country’s greatest and 
most experienced .educationalists, 
the subject of the mental, physical 
and moral training of the youth of 
the land is the one that lies nearest 
to his heart and all the opinions 
that he has formed regarding it are 
incorporated in his masterly educa- 
tion bill, “the greatest national edu- 
eation plan the world has dreamed 
of,” as it was called by a distin- 
guished American writer. Here is 
his creed in a nut-shell, as ex- 
pressed by himself: 

“Education is not merely reading, 
writing and arithmetic. It is these, 
but infinitely more. It is teaching 
people how to enjoy leisure.” 

He was recognized as the most 
distinguished and interesting tutor 
at Oxford of his time, always sym- 
pathetic and stimulating. For over 
twenty years he was a strength to 
the Oxford school of modern his- 
tory, and to New college, of which 
he has been a member as scholar 
and fellow for more than twenty- 
five years. 

His interest, as a teacher, was in 
ideas, not simply in imparting them, 
but much more in stirring the pupil 
to think for himself and to see in 
solid thinking the chief expression 
of education. A distinguished his- 
torian, he has no delusions about 
history. He would say that the 
greatest blow that the higher educa- 
tion has suffered in our day is the 
neglect of deductive sciences, with 
their strictly logical processes, in 
favor of studies which too readily 
decline into the more ordered accu- 
mulation of facts. 

It was in 1912 that he became 
vice chancellor of Sheffield university 
and the influence of his personality 
and high intellectual gifts soon 


made him a force 1a the city of steel. 
He took a gener age part in the

local publie life, and the value of 


the universi Poe the community 
under his gu cé was more 
more apparent. To him in the early 
days of the war Sheffield owed 
much for the dissemination of 
knowledge leading to a right under- 
standing of the causes of the con- 
flict. for he delivered’:a number of

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versity. Mrs. Fisher revisited India 
in 1912 when her husband went 
there as member of the Indian com- 
mission. 

This notable couple’s home is Ec- 
clesall Grange, near Sheffield. When 
they transferred themselves thereto 
from Oxford, their lares and penates 
included over 4,000 books. No wonder 
that moving was a tremendous busi- 
ness. “We had to put up book- 
shelves in every room,” said Mrs. 
Fisher, “and in the halls as well.” 
This is a. comprehensive library and 
includes a fair number of works 
on music for Mrs. Fisher is a musi- 
cian of uncommon attainments. At 
Oxford she played second violin in 
a ladies’ orchestra and sang in a 
Bach festival, and since she. came 
to Sheffield she has been a member 
of the University Musical society 
under the renowned Dr. Coward. She 
has always’ been an ardent suffra- 
gist, though never a militant, and, 
while at Oxford, she was honorable 
secretary of the Jocal health com- 
mittee, Sanitary Aid association and 
Babies’ Welcome club. 

It was on April 19, 1917, that Mr. 
Fisher, as minister for education, 
introduced into the house of com- 
mons the great education bill de- 
vised by him for the purpose of mak- 
ing Britain a more efficient nation 
than any other in the world... Every 
year, over and above her previous 
expenditure, this educational plan 
will cost England $16,000,000 in in- 
crease of teachers’ salaries alone. 
Mr. Fisher considers that this new 
system of training youthful Britons 
will be a better monument to Brit- 
ain’s fallen patriots than any vast 
memorial in stone or bronze. 


One of the wisest provisions of 
the education bill that is now law 
is that it removes the handicap 
which the employment of children 
has hitherto placed upon their edu- 
cation in their earliest days. 

“British children,” said Mr. Fisher 
in an interview for this correspond- 
ence, “have not been kept out of the 
elementary schools by labor; such 
institutions have had an 84 per cent 
attendance, but, under the system 
which has been existent, a child, 
before begifining its school day, has 
been permitted to work three hours 
at such tasks as delivering news- 
papers, blacking boots or carrying 
parcels, 

“Reports -from a great number of 
our elementary school authoritiés 
show that school work very greatly 


is impaired by out of school employ- 
ment and especially by earlier than 
school hours work. Children who 
perform it reach school tired. 

“To me, therefore, it seems ob- 
vious that the first regnirement of 
an efficient elementary school sys- 
tem must be strict limitation of hours 
of labor for chil@ren under 14. Un- 
der my bill no labor will be tolerat- 
ed under 12, and, on school days, 
none whatever before 5 p. m., or 
after 8 p. m. 

“Thus will be guaranteed educa- 
tion’s freedom from interference by 
employment. A night’s rest will 
intervene between any outside work 
the child may do and its school day. 
In other words education will be 
first and employment second in Eng- 
land. 3 

“That improvement is tmportant, 
but to my mind the cardinal re- 
form for which the bill provides is 


the increase of teachers’ salaries. 
To one who knows the schools as 
they have been it is apparent that 
instructors for them must pe re- 
cruited from a mental and psycho- 
logical class better than that which 
has been drawn from in- the past, 
that trades unionism must be ex- 
tirpated from among them and that 
teaching must be made a liberal pro- 
fession rather than low-grade labor. 

“With this thought in mind we 
have secured of ‘new money’ for 
annual expenditure $16,000,000 . for 
higher salaries and pensions for’ the 
teachers in elementary schools and 
$2,165,000 for teachers in secondary 
schools. 

“That nation which after the war 
employs the best teachers under the 
highest pay and as a part of the best 
school system will be the best gov- 
erned and, therefore, the greatest 
nation. 

“No péople which does not re- 
spect education will’ demand and 
support good government. If there 
is not a vital impulse running 
through its education the people of 
a can be expected to respect
